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SCHOOL  REPORT. 

To  the  citizens  i  >f  the  town  <  >l  Hiram: — 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools  I  submit  the  following 
report  tor  your  consideration: 

On  the  first  day  of  May  1905,    there  were  in  our  tow  n 

247  scholars,  i.  e.  Individuals  between  the  ages  of  5  and 
21  years.  Our  apportionment  of  money  from  the  state 
has  been  $682.06.  ( )!'  the  247  scholars.  I  07  are  of  school 
age,  i.  e:  between  the  eighth  and  fifteenth  birthdays 

There  have  been  enrolled  during  the  past  year  1  17  pu- 
pils as  follows:  East  Hiram,  83;  Hiram  Hill,  11;  Tare 
Cap,  19;  Durgin,  ID:  Tripp,  L5. 

26  scholars  have  either  moved  out  of  town  or  passed 
beyond  school  age  during  this  year. 

I  wish  to  commend  the  interest  that  has  been  shown 
by  the  citizens  this  year,  for  1  find  upon  examination  of 
the  registers  that  19-r>  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
schools. 

Teachers  and  pupils  can  do  better  work  when  such  in- 
terest is  shown 

There  are  two  duties  I  should  like  especially  to  urge 
upon  parents,  and  the  first  is  the  matter  of  tardiness 
There  are  an  unusually  large  number  of  cases  reported 
this  year.  I  believe  it  is  mostly  the  fault  of  parents. 
Children  should  be  started  for  school  in  ample  time,  for 
'•to  be  late*1  demoralizes  both  the  child  and  the  school. 

The  place  for  our  children  is  in  school,  and  we  should 
see  to  it  that  they  are  there  on  time  five  days  each  week. 
Also  if  you  want  your  child  to  do  good  work,  do  not  per- 
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mit  him  to  remain  at  home  a  day  or  half  day.  The  chil- 
dren who  have  been  irregular  in  their  attendance  this 
year  are  the  ones  who  have  done  the  poorest  work. 

Another  important  word,  1  wish  parents  would,  when 
possible,  assume  a  general  oversight  of  the  children's 
.  t  books. 

I  know  the  hooks  belong  to  the  town  and  many  seem 
to  think  because  they  do  there  is  no  need  of  care. 

I  have  tried  faithfully  to  impress  the  "care  of  books" 
upon  the  minds  of  teachers  and  pupils.  Aside  from 
teaching  the  child  a  valuable  lesson,  many  dollars  could 
be  saved  if  all  would  insist  upon  a  more  careful  use  of 
books  and  all  school  property.  I  have  spoken  of  these 
tilings  because  they  are  matters  that  no  superintendent 
can  correct  without  the  heartiest  support  of  every  teach- 
er and  parent. 

Twelve  pupils  from  our  town  are  attending  secondary 
schools  as  follows:

We  also  have1  two  pupils  in  Cornish  Grammar  school, 
three  in  the  intermediate  and  two  in  the  primary  de- 
partments. 

East  Hiram* 

Grammar  Grade — Miss  Mary  Marston,  teacher.  22 
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pupils  have  been  registered  in  this  department  with  an 
average  attendance  ol  I'.'  lor  the  year.  The  citizens  have 
made  13  visits  to  the  school  and  your  superintendent  6. 
Four  pupils  passed  their  examinations  and  entered  Krye- 
hurg  Academy.  I  believe  we  should  add  an  extra  years 
work  bo  our  Grammar  course  for  the  benefit  of  those 
pupils  who  cannot  go  away  from  home,  and  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  firsl  years  work  of  the  High  School  be 
added  to  our  Grammar  School.  We  have  paid  sO.oo  per 
week  for  teaching  in  this  department 

Intermediate  Grade — Miss  Alice  Martin,  teacher.  23 
pupils  have  been  registered  with  an  average  attendance  of 
L9.  The  citizens  made  11  and  the  superintendent  6  visit  s 
to  this  school. 

The  school  room  is  pleasant  and  in  good  repair,  its 
greatest  need  is  better  blackboards.  We  have  paid  for 
teaching  $7.50  per  week. 

Primary  Grade— Miss  Nellie  Rankin  teacher.  37 
visits  have  been  made  to  this  school  by  the  citizens  and  7 
by  your  superintendent  38  pupils  have  been  registered 
during  the  spring  term  with  an  average  attendance  of 
34.5  23  registered  in  the  fall,  with  an  average  of  20.4 
and  19  during  the  winter  with  an  average  of  17. 

We  have  paid  $"7  50  per  week  for  teaching.  The 
schools  were  broken  during  the  last  term  by  a  scarlet 
fever  scare  and  were  closed  10  days. 

A  school  library  has  been  begun  by  the  pupils  of  the 
village  and  your  superintendent  has  expended  $10.05  for 
books  about  i  of  which  was  raised  by  the  children  last 
year  and  the  other  half  contributed  by  a  friend  of  the 
school. 
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Hiram  Hill 

The  children  have  done  some  excellent  work  this  past 
year.  Miss  Florence  Ingalls  taught  the  first  term  and  Miss 
Lamont  the  remaining  two.  With  eleven  pupils  register- 
ed there  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  9  1-3.  The 
citizens  have  made  18  visits  to  the  school  and  your  super- 
intendent 7.  The  interior  of  the  schoolhouse  is  in  good 
condition  but  the  roof  will  need  repair  soon.  We  have 
paid  $6.00  per  week  for  teaching. 

The  Superintendent  assisted  the  pupils  at  an  evenings 
entertainment  at  which  $2  00  were  realized  and  are  to  be 
expended  fur  the  school. 

Tare  Cap. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  interior  of  the 
schoolhouse— New  floor  and  new  ball  bearing  seats  have 
been  installed.  The  house  needs  to  be  painted  inside  and 
out.  The  average  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  14.9 
with  19  pupils  registered.  Your  superintendent  has  made 
7  visits  to  the  school  and  the  citizens  13.  We  have  paid 
$6.00  per  week  for  teaching.  Miss  Fannie  Meserve  taught 
the  spring  term  and  Miss  Loise  Stone  the  fall  and  winter 
terms.  The  school  is  in  need  of  better  blackboards  and 
maps. 

Durgiru 

A  most  commendable  interest  has  been  maintained  in 
this  school  during  the  year.  The  average  attendance  has 
been  17.3  with  19  pupils  registered  and  during  the  winter 
term  11  of  these  17  were  not  absent  one-half  day.  The 
citizens  of  this  community  have  made  33  visits  to  the 
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school  ami  your  superintendent  7.  Miss  Minnie  Gray 
taughl  the  spring  term  and  received  so.  per  week  for  her 
services.  Miss  Sarah  Kemp  has  taughl  the  remaining 
two  terms  and  received  $0.  per  week  tor  the  first  and  $1 
\h'\-  week  for  the  second  term       The  school  house  is  in 

excellent  condition  on  the  interior,  hut  needs  Rome  slight 

repairs  on  the  exterior  [Jnder  the  leadership  of  Misp 
Kemp  an  entertainment  was  given  and  $4.03  realized. 
The  money  was  used  to  adorn  the  school  room. 


Tripp. 

Miss  Mahel  Huntress  has  taught  in  this  school  through- 
out the  year  and  received  $6.00  per  week  for  her  ser- 
vices. Miss  Huntress  has  also  conveyed  the  pupils  from 
New  Settlement  lor  which  she  has  received  $3.25  per 
week. 

The  last  term  of  school  was  somewhat  demoralized  on 
account  of  a  sickness  scare,  and  the  school  was  closed 
about  a  week.  The  interior  of  the  schoolhouse  has  been 
thoroughly  renovated  and  the  pupils  at  a  cost  of  $8.10 
have  installed  15  linear  feet  of  slate  black  board,  a  much 
needed  improvement.  The  average  attendance  for  the 
year  has  been  10  with  an  enrollment  of  15.  The  average 
for  spring  and  fall  terms  was  13.  Your  superintendent 
has  made  six  visits  to  this  school  and  the  citizens  20. 

On  the  whole.  I  feel  that  our  teacher©  and  pupils 
throughout  the  town  have  done  an  excellent  year's  work. 
We  have  had  28  weeks  of  school. 

When  I  graduated  from  Westbrook  Seminary  the  motto 
of  my  class  was  "Onward,  Ever  Onward"'.    I  should  like 
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to  offer  it  as  a  watchword  for  our  schools.
